"There are several reasons why we 
had-, to Increase our working force." 
continued Sennett. "Far one thing. 
U>e stories ] have In mind Cor sum- 
mer and tall production are going 10 
require greater and more elaborate 
resources thin we now have at our 
command, aa well as a larger iuiml.tr 
Of actors. For another thing, we 
want more time on our comedies. It 
now takes us from forty lo seveniy- 
nre days to produce a two-reel com- 
edy. That 1b not always enough, for 
the reason that our comedies embody 
dramatic plots, with real thrills. We 
need more leeway, especially con- 
sidering the nature of some of the 
surprises we eipect to give Keystone 
patrons this year. It's Just Him lire- 
[laredness. that's alt. 

ture of more money, and I'm glad to 
say that we've got It to spend, This 
has been a big and prosperous year 
for Keystone. We haven't been able 
to turn out the volume of comedies 
that exhibitors have^asked for; we 
have preferred to stick to our little 
old two a week, and set the fashion 
with thoae. 

'Good fashions, you know." con- 
cluded Sennett. "are always copied. 
So Keystones are copied. At first 1 
thought this might hurt us, bu 1 have 
since learned that It advertises Key- 
atone without doing any harm. Kip- 
ling rather hit off the situation in 
l-.i- 'Mother Gloster 1 : 
" They copied alt they could folio*. 

Bat they could not copy our mind, 
And we left them sweating and swear- 
ill. 

A year and a hall behind.' " 

Thus far Keystone has produced 
•>>«Htt-(blrtr conwdJea. tor- '.be Triangle 
ergaal»tlon. Each one has been a 
rentable knockout, according to in- 
hibitors and reviewers.. 

Nearly all of the construction work 
for the new outdoor stage at the 
studios ot the Keystone Film Com- 
pany is up, and the carpenters are 
putting the finishing touches to the 
largest stage In the world. When 
completed, the stage will accommo- 
date forty sets at the same time and 
will enable each of the fifteen direc- 
tors to work in more than one scene 
at a time. Mack Sennett is already 
figuring on some way whereby a di- 
rector can use two sets of canters 
men. and keep his entire company 
working all the time. 

Mack Sennett baa been contribut- 
lng Keystone comedies to the Tri- 
angle program for four months. On 
November 7. 191S. he released the. 
first of the Keystones of the new re- 
gime. How well he has maintained 
the standard he tben set is now Dim 
history, but In the ever-Increasing 
waves of hilarity which he has set 
rolling across the country It may 
have been forgotten that to Raymond 
Hitchcock and Charles Murray fell 
the honor of opening the Triangle 
service. Sennett himself appeared 
with Hitchcock in "My Valet" and 
Mabel Normand and Fred Mace were 
the principal supporting players. 
Murray was featured in a real bur- 
lesque called A Game Old Knight." 

Through the succeeding weeks 
Sennett kept up the merry pace, pre- 
senting In quick succession Eddie 
Foy, Roscoe Arbuckle, Hale Hamil- 
ton. Ford Sterling. Weber and 
Fields, William Collier, Sam Ber- 
nard. Joe Jackson. Bert Clark and 
Syd Chaplin. From "My Valet" to 
"A Submarine Pirate" the Great 
Triangle theatergoing public never 
had a chance to stifle Its laughs. 

following the opening releases 
came Eddie Foy. In "A Favorite 

Fool" and Roacoe Arbuckle In "Fic- 
kle Fatty's Fall." The seven little 
Foye gave excellent support to their 
comical parent In a circus story that 
ended In a sale ot wind and a driv- 
ing rainstorm. "Fatty" began a 
series of comedies that have made 
htm ■ popular and eagerly awaited 
Triangle star In every community 
where gloom la not supreme. Be- 
fore the old year had died he had 
appeared la "The Village Scandal" 
the third Raymond Hitchcock com- 
edy, and had bean surrounded in 
"Fatty and the Broadway Burn" 
with a i in j porting company that 
couldn't be assembled anywhere ex- 
cept at a benefit performance or tn 
some manager's dreams. 

"Fatty and the Broadway Stars" 
was released Just before Christmas. 
Mack Sennett reappeared for n bit 
with William Collier; Arbuckla fell 
through the roof and Interrupted 
their conference over a contract and 
from then on was in every part ot 
the huge Keystone plant.

"Mother Sennelt." for such she is 
known lo Iioth young and old about 
the plant her son founded, enjoys 
watching the hundreds working un- 
der the Keystone banner, and yet 
when she tt asked How sill- like* 
moving pictures her answer Is In- 
variably the same: 

"I think 'Mack' makes some very 
good pictures, but it seems as If so 
many of ibe actors had to take- 
great chances in these new comedies 
they are making." 

"Mack." the white-haired woman 
began atter she had thoughtfully . 
looked about the great stage. "I al- 
ways thought when you left the old 
home in Northampton. Massachu- 
setts, that you would be successful, 
but I hardly ever dreamed you would 
ever head such a great place as this." 

The famous director laughed in 
his characteristic way. then replied 
ss he smiled down on her.

the experiences she had with her 
son long before the days the moving 
picture was ever thought of. Mrs. 
Sennett is especially fond of Miss

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The white haired lady smiled. 
then with the famous Sennett humor 
answered: "When lie first started to 
run away from school 1 guess Mack 
must have been about twelve years 
-eld and we had moved from the old 
homestead in Danville. Canada, to 
Northampton. Massachusetts, where 
1 had placed him in a business 
school. He was supposed to attend 
school every afternoon as well as 
the mornings. His reports were 
good and 1 was shocked one day 
when his teacher asked why it was 
that Hack could only go to school 
In the mornings. 

"I talked it over with Mack when 
he came home From school and 1 
think that must have been when he 
decided he wanted lo go on th» stage. 
for be told me he had gone to school 
every morning but had spent the 
afternoons working about the local 
theater and studying the way the 
actors and actresses amused their 
audiences.*' 

"Was Mr. Sennelt ever a bad 
boy?" Miss Faienda laughingly 
asked while all of those In the little 
group asked for more stories at the 
early life of the great director. 

"No, Hack waa never very bad. 
and one thing I can say. he always 
told me the truth, if Mack Sennelt 
ever uvi he will do anything you 
can be very sure be wilt keep his 
word." 

For thoae who have worked with 
the Keystone eiecutive Mrs. Ben- 
nett's las', remark was unnecessary. 
for hardly an extra or star at the 
plant but who has found that the 
word of Hack Bennett Is as good ss 
the beat bond In the world.

I 
thought I wonld nave to go out and 
look for htm and went Into the back 
parlor to see If mother was all right 
first, and there wan little Hack aa 
big as Ufa sitting on his grandmoth- 
er's lap and. f Hading her candy . 

"He looked up at me and then be- 
fore I could find fault said, 'You 
know, mother, 1 thought grand- 
mother wonld enjoy a little candy so 
If you'll give me another dime I'll 
go and get the soap.' "

There is a time to stop in the pro- 
duction ot each type ot story, ami 
vour wise producer is well aware ot 
this. His principal trouble lies In 
picking that time. Dealt lie his uioal 
elaborate calculations, he may blun- 
der In whftth ease he Hilda himself 
li rod u i-i lie the wrong pittures, gro*- 
itig wrinkled around the eyes unil 
wondering who will be sent out to 
succeed him. This inability to do 
much more than guess is what 
causes Mr. Producer to go slow and 
think twice before making a ven- 
ture. Mistakes are too expensive. v 

At present, if one may be permit- 
ted a guess land perhaps one man'J 
guess i* as legitimate as another's' 
the trend ot public favor seems ,io 
be towards yesterday's favorite. Ihe 
red-blooded western story, tempered, 
no doubt, by a better knowledge of 
the material in hand, and the good 
Judgment to whittle oil some of ihe 
more lurid, time- worn, blood-and- 
thunder melodrama. the robbed 
stage and the eternal and everlast- 
ing dauce-hall scenes with cowboys 
riding In to shoot out tlie lights or 
fight over the well-known damsel 
of "doubtful reputation. Ot course, 
that sort of thing has gone and in 
Its place has grown a desire lor 
stories ot the real west, the nursery 
of primal Instincts: stories of Us 
yesterdays, the passing or the Hinge 
and the gun-man; stories of Ite to- 
day, the day ot the constructionist, 
tlie empire builder, the day when 
the engineer marches out, "the plon- 
, eer of civilisation." as one R. H. 
Davie, or some other worthy ex-re- 
porter has styled him.

narrative la dally growing more Imperative. About 4.0OU film dramas were 
inspected last year by The National Hoard of Censorship, this fact showing 
that the scenario writer of today who really evolves a new narrative la doing 
something first claas. Any film prophet who would declare that within a few 
, years 110.000 would be the standard price 10 be paid the writer for an ac- 
ceptable ten- reel drama mighty eaally live to see this Condition In effect. 
Cinema students are wondering where the future supply of first claas stories 
is to come- from. From directors? Well, maybe, but rather the stories may 
be created by literary geniuses. 

A fact worthy of mention here is that almost alE the great film studios 
now allow directors but little choice In the selection of their stories, this 
choosing of subjects now being done by the studio officials. In contradistinc- 
tion to the former, old-atjle manner of letting the directors decide them- 
satrea what sort of pictures they eared to film. And furthermore, It Is said 
that when C. Gardner SulllYan. the chief scenarUt at the Ince atudloa, com- 
pletes the writing of a drama he passes It along to Director-General Thomas 
H. Ince who. If he Qnds the scenario good. In continuity and general nar- 
TSilon, writes across the title page. "This story Is not to be altered by the 
director except With the personal permission ol Mr. Ince." The latter then 
decides which one of his directors Is beat suited to the staging of the story In 
qoestioa, and he gives him the script and tells blm to go ahead and stage It 
etactly as Mr. Sullivan wrote It. At Universal City the new production 
department now Is the Judge on a story's merits, and the script must go 
through this new annas and be approved before a director la allowed to dim 
fht story. At tee Griffith atudloa all the work of making a good scenario is 
studied out and sanctioned even before the production la announced to a 
director. All these facts tend to prove that the scenarists" art Is growing mors 
Important and mors dignified every day. and that the working scripts of 
lbs future Will hesr about the same relation to a director's work that the 
plans of s master architect now bear to a contractor at work on a skyscraper.

John Wise and Bill 
Kearna helped out e.s tin? stage crew, 
Joe nrotherton waa the cameraman 
and Norman Manning, general roust- 
about. Other Balboans on the pro- 
gram were E. J. Brady, Marie Em- 
press, Roland Bottomley. and Reeves 
Bason, each one of whom contributed 
an original specialty. 

"1 lust love villains," read a let- 
ter recently received by Henry Stan- 
ley, complimenting him ° n h* 8 despic- 
able work in Balboa's .production of 
"Neal of the Navy." It continued: 
'■After seeing you in each episode. 
I go home and make- faces at myself 
In the mirror and imagine It must 
be Just grand to play sucii parte ss 
you do."

King of Italy, 
at a ball masque recently, where the 
Balboa company staged a pageant en- 
titled "The War of the Nations." 
Krlanger being of Austrian birth did 
not fancy representing an ally; but 
as'a neutral American and thorough 
artist, he was able to overcome any 
Inborn prejudice. He looked the part 
of the Italian monarch perfectly.

It 
isn't riRht to condemn riicture pro- 
ducers &a gold-greedy, because they 
happen to succeed in a material way. 

1 see no reason Cor reflecting on 
the motives of preacher because In 
doing geod and preaching the gosh el 
tie is able to make a salary of %-.,•"■■' 
or JlOflOO a year. The servant is 
worthy of hi* hire. Generally speak- 
in* it has been found pretty hard 
to make money without giving value 
received. 

The average silent drama can 
jamb home a moral more forcibly 
than the average preacher can make 
hlB sermon, tor the eye is more re- 
ceptive than the ear. 1 doubt if there 
was ever a stronger aermon preached 
on the test 'and a little child shall 
lead them' than' Balboa's production 
Of 'Utile Mary Sunshine,' recently re- 
leased by Pathe, It ha B a clean, clear 
spiritual note. Everywhere the news- 
napera are praising it without stint. 

■Preachers who condemn all mo- 
tion pictures confess their narrow- 
ness They prove thereby their un- 
fitness for pastoral work, for -the 
Master forbade judging unrighteous 
Judgment." 

The real Jackie Saunders and the 
reel Jackie Saunders are two distinct 
personalities. Which one is the more 
interesting, it were difficult to decide. 
Those who know the Balboa girl In 
every day life are immensely fond of 
her; while from the screen she has 
made innumerable friends. 

The real Jackie Saunders is a good 
natured girl, always In tor fun. Her 
manner is unaffected. Impulsive at 
times, she is not given to "acting," 
like many other professionals.

Because of her TemtUUy, * lad- 
ing photoplay critic conferred on 
Jackie Saunders recently a sobriquet 
"the Maud* Adam* Of the screen. 
Because the comparison la so fitting. 
It ha* been taken up all otw the 
country. There li a witMwmroess and 



whimsicality about the Balboa girl's 
playing which makes this designation 
a happy one. Like her Salt Lake pro- 
totype, Jills Blunders personifies the 
freedom and buoyancy of youth. 

Possessing striding versatility, she 
can play almost any sort of part. Be- 
ing feminine, naturally Miss Saund- 
ers likes to wear clothes and she 
knows how to.

The strange thing about all (Ills Is 
ilie conflict or Interests arlBlng. In 
the demand for censorship, you have 
two Torres diametrically opposed to 
each oilier advocating censorship of 
moving pictures. They are the 
.'hurdles and the saloons. Both of 
ihem unite on demanding that the 

same nort of scenes be eJlmtnaterl. 
'nit tor entirely opposite reasons. 

.Mida's "Criterion" objects to bar- 
room scenes, brothels, cabarets., etc.. 
where "you. will see? liquor in Its 

worst aspects " and regrets that '"the 
movies rail to show liquor in its oth- 
er Ugh! — at the banquet, at the 
•'tubs. In Ihe home, except where the 
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The reformers and we-ll-meauing 
advocate* ot acreen cenBorshlp assert 
that the use of the sort of seenea that 
Ihe lliiuor people would have ua es- 
chew, serves to undermine morality 
and tenda to mislead many who 
would not otherwise know of such 
things. One party muat be wrong 
In my opinion It la the reform ele- 
ment. 

There la ground for the wall or the 
liquor people because when you 
vleuallae the terrible effects of alco- 
hol, you burn Into the minds or all 
spectators a lesson auch as the few- 
est would get from reading a tem- 
perance tract or hearing a prohibi- 
tion lecture. The fact Is brought 
home as never before. - 

The truth of the matter ts that at 
last the saloon has a competitor 
which competes. For a very small 
outlay, the picture (how affords an 
evening's real amusement, some- 
thing which the saloon never did. 1 
grant you that all plctureplays may 
not he on the highest plane desira- 
ble. But give the Industry time. It 
la young yet. Childlike, It is now 
learning to walk. Yet, at its. wont. 
I do not believe that the entire out- 
put of photoplays to date baa done aa 
much harm aa a single dive where 
liquor la mild In a big city. 

In this dlaouulon ' ot the issue 
raised by the National Liquor Deal- 
ers' Association. I do not want to 
be understood aa condemning; all 
people In It, This !■ not a personal 
Batter. Hence, there la no merit to 
the point which the 'Criterion" seeks 
to make In favor of the cause of 
liquor by declaring that meet of Ibe- 
actors In pictures aa well aa their 
producers use liquor This Is entire- 
ly beside the question and not a de- 
termining argument on either aide. 

"The movlea have made a goat of 
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liquor," the Criterion goes on. "and 
they continue to make tt a ireatei 
goat — the grand-d»d of all goati. 

And they go unchecked, They a»r 
tbe people want It." 

There tbe nail la bit on the bead. 
The friends of liquor are growing 
steadily fewer. But tbe tailing oft 
began before the advent of the mov- 
ies. In my humble opinion, the 
liquor people committed a tactical 
blunder when they started out to dis- 
credit tb« screen, hotting thereby to 
reap a benefit. The great majority 
Ot people are decent and bb men tor 
tbe clean and uplifting, In all lis 
career, the liquor people hare al- 
ways been opposed to that element. 
Hence, when they would shame, an 
Influence like the movies ae being de- 
leterious, the thoughtful win begin 
to. spy around tor the ■"nigger In the 
woodpile." 

On this very subject, the Rev. 
Charles Stelae, New York's well- 
had an Illuminating article In The 
independent, entitled "Movies In- 
stead of Saloons." , The conclusion 
was entirely In favor o( the picture 
,show ae being a force (or good In 
the community, with splendid possi- 
bilities For replacing the saloon as an 
evil Institution. 

In the letter of pro teal. Hie asso- 
ciated liquor dealers say that "ulany 
of the pictures are gross exaggera- 
tions built only on the abuse of 
liiuor. They are absolutely fnlse, 
.misleading and untrue." 

This statement is just what It 
charges against the screen — abso- 
lutely false, misleading anil untrue. 
It liquor has a good Bine, tt remains 
to be shown. True, some people can 
use It temperately; but It remains a 
curee. to the majority. And any- 
one who lenows— and that surely in- 
cludes the liquor dealers themselves 
— knows that It would be Impossible 
to exaggerate the use made ot liquor 
in some saloons, dives and brothels 
and the depth it sinks sonip people to 
who indulge in tt. 

The truth of the matter ia that the 
devil's tall lias been twisted and now 
he's hollering, l*tous-like the UquoT 
people are trying to nut the picture 
. producers on the defensive; when. 
in truth, we are prosecuting a power- 
ful educational and reformative in- 
fluence. Instead ot helug hampered.

The rule will have to he violated 
when It comes to Mack Sennett. the 
head of the famous laugh producing 
company. Moat or the little known 
about itiiii has been contributed by 
his mother, and It is from (lie white 
haired old lady who yearly leaves the 
old Sennett farm Id Northampton, 
Mass., to spend Hie winter Willi her 
Bon in Los Angeles, that the few 
facts of Mr. Sennett's early life have 
been gathered, 

Mr, Sennett wan horn thirty-odd 
years ago in Danville. Canada. When 
a very young man his parents moved 
to the present farm his mother lives 
upon in Northhampton, where he 
was raised and received his early 
education. 

As a boy he was honest, studied 
reasonably hard and when about 
iiftt'ii years old began to help about 
the local theater of .Northhampton. 
Hla mother did not know ibis until 
she was told by the principal of the 
school that he was surprised she did 
not want her son to go to school af- 
ternoons as well as mornings. 

"Mack was always honest." Mrs. 
Sennett said when telling the story, 
"and when I asked blm for an ex- 
planation that sight be said he was 
working about the theater in ibe af- 
ternoons so he could learn the show 
business. 1 Insisted he go to school 
all of each day and he did the rest of 
the time he was In Northhampton." 

when still a lad of sixteen Mr. 
Sennett asked to go to New York that 
be might Had himself a iiosillon.

During his atf*er with the Bio- 
grsph company the- present head of 
the Keystone met many of the pres- 
ent comedians now worvsng at his 
Edendale studio. Most of tfreVU were 
In the companv he directed.' and 
when be decided to Interest a lltiJe 
outside capital and form the Key- 
stone company for the production of 
comedies, be took such people as 
Ford Sterling, Fred Mace. Mabel 
Mormand. and- Alice Davenport with 
him. 

Over four years ago this corapahy 
came to the coast where the llrst 
Keystone comedies were made. Mr. 
Sennett wrote and acted in each Story 
as well as directing. In those days 
the little band walked to locations, 
but success came quickly and a year 
later the Keystone company was all 
the name Implies In the comedy 
screen world. 

Today the Keystone company oc- 
cupies many acres. The latest open* 
air stage built would cover a small 
city block, while the electric studio

Each 
is usually a mere sequence of events 
or Incidents strung out arbitrarily.

Aliliimgh the scripts pafchaaed by 
the Keystone Film Co. in the last 
two years can be counted on the fin- 
gers of one hand. Mr. Del Ruih de- 
plored thi.s fni't, und expressed the 
wish there were some way in which he 
might be in such close touch witn 
the frtrt lanes, mmt way by which 
the outside writer might know the 
requirements of the Keystone scen- 
ario so perfectly that the Company 
would he one r.f th L ' larger, instead 
uf the smallest, in the buying market. 

Although in the prime of life. Mr. 
Del Ruth has had a world of exper- 
ience, both with the Keystone and 
other large companies in selecting 
material for the director. Slight 
m appearance, with a face on which 
the linos of care have not yet begun 
bo show, Mr. Del tluth has by a sys- . 
Lea all hi.i own. succeeded in sup- 
plying the many Keystone directors 
with comedy scripts. Whether the 
system is a good one or not. the 
I heat re -going public of both hemis- 
pheres can best judge. 

Hard for Outiidtn to Break La 

Perhaps an idea of his method 
will illustrate why so few outsiders 
hsT? re , ctrvBn^"e^s^ot^KcTa,"-TCC - 
a rule, the idea or baste part of the 
plot is handled by Mr Del Bath, 
sometimes in the form of an incident, 
perhaps from something the manag- 
ing editor has just seen, tor Mr. Del 
Ruth is a close student of human na- 
ture,, or it may. be the theme he wants 
for the director nearly ready with a 
rumple ted story.

The 
director satisfied, the raanagaing di- 
rector, Mr. Sennett and Mr. Del 
Ruth arc called in to review its re- 
hearsal. Again the shorthand ex- 
pert is present and, as thoughts are 
suggested, notes are made for the 
continuity.

'"When the story is photographed 
it represents a negative length of 
several times the released length re- 
quired. A cutting sheet is then dic- 
tated and the cutter follows instruc- 
tions in the assembling. This film 
is run several times and, at each pro- 
jection, its length grows several hun- 
dred feet shorter, until the desired 
footage is obtained, whereuoon first 
title notes are taken, as all gather 
for final projection. 

" It is my task to call the spots 
in the projection where titles should 
go. and these notes are taken by my 
side, after which the writers are as- 
sembled, and each given a sheet upon 
which is marked title places and the 
disposition of same. This is to guide 
them in their efforts to secure suit- 
able titles for the film."

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PHOTOPLAY "VIEWERS" OR "AUDIENCE" 



A correspondent of the Photoplayers' Weekly advances 
claims for a new word to add to the glossary of the motion pic- 
ture industry. He writes that for some time he has-been of 
opinion that the editors and other writers in motion picture 
publications have fallen into error in using- the word "audience" 
to designate the assemblage of people in attendance at a motion 
picture show. It has occurred to him that the proper name for 
such assemblage should' be "viewers,' 'and believes, his view is 
endorsed by the definitions of "audience" and "viewer' 1 as given 
in the Century .Dictionary and Encyclopedia. Admitting that 
the word "viewer' 'as fond in that publication was created to 
define "one who surveyed" (meaning looked things over), he 
asks, "Is not'that what the people in a motion picture show do? 
They look, they use their eyes, they see; there is nothing for 
them to hear, they do not listen, which are the acts of an audi- 
ence. They view the scenes befire them, threfore they are 
Viewer a. 

Our correspondent then goes on and quotes from the Cen- 
tury Dictionary the various definitions in support of his conten- 
tion, as follows : 
Audience; — 

(1) The act or state of hearing or attending to worda, 
or sounds; the act of listening. 

(2)- Liberty or opportunity of being heard; liberty or 
opportunity to speaking with or before, as before an assem- 
bly or court of law. 

(3) A hearing, an interview, a conference. 
<4) An auditory, an assembly of hearers. 

View — (As a noun.) 

(1) The act of viewing, seeing, beholding; examination 
by the eye ; survey ; inspection ; look; sight. 

(2) The act of perceiving by the mind, etc. 

(3)- That which is viewed, seen or beheld; somelhinff 
which is looked upon ; sight or spectacle presented to the 
eye, or the mind; scene, prospect.. 

(4) A scene that\is presented by painting, drawing 
or photography; a picture or sketch. 

On View — Open orr submitted to public inspection ; 
exhibition to the public; as pictures placed on view. 
View — (As a verb.) 

(1) To see, look on, behold. 

(2) To examine with the eye; look on with attention. 
survey, peruse. 

(£) To survey intellectually, etc.

Viewer — (Noun.) 

One who views, surveys (looks over) or examines. 
"Fori will be a judge of your goods, for the same you 
will be a viewer of my life."

The correspondent then concludes: 

Admitted that the occupation of a "viewer" was an Qld 
English one, being an official appointed to inspect or super- 
intend, an over-seer, is not the only name that properly can 
be given those who view motion pictures, and therefore the 
more modern word and the most applicable for the modern 
innovation? the audience hears, the viewer looks, sees.

T"he Cheat,, and short, addresses by 
the star of the picture, Hiss Fanny 
Ward, who was the guest of honor 
at the meeting;, and Mr. Last. 

Mr. Lasky declared that the mo- 
tion picture at the present time un- 
doubtedly is occupying more thought 
than any other single mode of ex- 
pression in the country.

In Photoplays of Future 

Directors Must Interpret the Ideas of the Author of the 

Photoplay Story, Declares One of the Greatest 

of American Producers

William Fox — no further introduc- 
tion necessary — has .sound., 1 , a new- 
note for the betterment of the pho^ 
toplay in the following views. Being 
conclusions based on years of ex- > 
perience of n successful produce).' 
they are worty of- serious considers-, 
lion by those who are earnest in their 
endeavors to make for the greatest 
continuous and substantial returns 
from their productions and join with 
others of like temperament to give 
the photoplay industry a. high place in 
the am usement features of the time. 

"In many directions I encounter 
the seeming feud thst exists between 
the writers of moving picture fea- 
ture scenarios and those who are cm- 
ployed to produce pictures, the di- 
rectora," saya Hr. Fox. *'I am alio 
asked at frequent intervals to give 
my personal opinion of the relative 
importance of the author and the di- 
rector in the making: pi pictures. I 
have determined, to do this because 
I would like the authors of America, 
both screen and literary writers in- 
cluded, to know my views. 
,"The scenario is the basis of all 
good pictures. 

"The creative brain that first con- 
ceives a story knows more about that 
story than anyone else can possibly. 

"The director who is to take the 
creative idea of another person and 
make it into a picture is, for a mo- 
ment, secondary except where the 
director is also the author of the 
script and is going to place his own 
creation in the Abu. 

"The man or woman who both 
originates and then produces novel 
ideas' in a picture is a capable and 
big figure in our picture industry, if 
the original ideas themselves have 
sufficient worth to commend them to 
the attention of people . 

Ruination from Poo? DiftclLon 

"I have almost no patience with 
the squabbles that arris* between au- 
thor and director. I have seen 
scores,- almost hundreds, of great 
works mined or badly mutilated by 
poor direction, or by direction that 
seamed Incapable of understanding 
what broad minds had conceived and 
written. 

"In my own case I employ and pay 
directors liberaKy and I expect them 
to possess sufficient imagi n ation to 
go even beyond what an author has 
written down for their guidance. If 
they lacked this capacity and were 
incapable of projecting" their vision 
and imagination on ahead of the sce- 
nario writer, I would wonder, as any 
producer would, whether the direc- 
tors were even necessary. If tfeay 
lacked these capabilities they woWd 
ha»e no place in our industry and 
authors would be en ; 
tors of their own seei

"Brain is going to rule in motion 
picture authorship and motion pic- 
ture production. The brains that have 
made the literature of the past in all 
languages and the brains that arc 
malting the literature of this day in 
all binds are not to be flouted or 
treated with contempt by those of Us 
who have engaged in the task of 
Wansloting the world's best thoughts 
into the pictures that the rest of the 
world wjl! see for years to some. 

"Certainly, I shall never be the one 
to say, or think, thst those of ua 
who are now making pictures, and 
the men we hire to produce them, 
are superior in insight or vision to 
tlit authors who place the thought 
and imagination of the world be- 
tween the covers of books. 

"We need in motion pictures the 
biggest brains in the world, I would 
like to be able to sey and I hope to 
be able to say before long that 1 
have the twenty or thirty or fifty 
biggest brains in the world on my 
payroll. I have some of them now 
and I shall meet still more men and 
women such as I have described. 
When I do I shall engage them on a 
satisfactory and remunerative basis. 
Will Not Perit.ll Mutilation,. 

"When I get them I have one as- 
surance to offer all of them, and 
that is: I will not let their work be 
mutilated. J will see that the' very 
best that is in them finds expression 
in the pictorial reproductions of their 
thoughts, and I shall hope and expect 
them to contribute to the permanent 
history of the screen things that will 
make my name entitled to the respect 
and attention of educated, well-bred 
people for generations to come.

one of the largest Fifth Avenue 

houses was engaged and at a good 

salary, made a daily trip tu the stu- 
dio and inspected settings, furniture, 
costumes snd incidental properties. 
One structure, representing the stud- 
io apartment of the Bohemian Spirits, 
was four stories high and cc*t $6000 
to build. 

"In 'Friday the 1.3th," another 
World production, three hundred pim- 
ple, exclusive of Robert Warwick, 
his seven principal supporters. Emil 
Chautard, the director and his atnff, 
worked at the Hotel Aslor all morn- 
ing Sunday, May 14th, making scenes 
for use in this Lawson story. The 
entire south wing of the big hotel had 
to be wired nnci specially lighted and 
then removed within an hour after 
the work was completed^

C., where they expected to remain 
two days to secure pictures in the 
Capitol grounds. Seven days of rain 
and two cloudy days made the play- 
ers remain there almost three weeks, 
with the result that what should have 
cost a thousand dollars at moat, cost 
many times that."

WHY FOOL WITH THE CLOCK? 

TURN THE CLOCK ahead an hour! Why? A movement 
has been launched in some of the Eastern cities to lengthen 
the light of day by turning the official clock and all the 
other little clocks ahead an- hour. 

The idea was imported from war-ridden Europe and it has 
found its way across the,Jdiflsis8ippi River, stopping long enough 
in a few cities of the middle west to receive attention, to then 
bound along over the deserts, arriving on the Pacific shores. 
Here it lingers, for if it continues on, it will land right back 
where it started. 

While it is lingering in Southern California it is attracting 
attention to such an extent that some are really serious about 
entertaining the thought of helping the hands of the city clock 
along one full hour. Why? 

We ask would it be a benefit or ^detriment to the great 
motion picture industry throughout Southern California to turn 
the studio clock ahead an hour?

State milium picture cens-oship law, 
has set the lawmakers, at Washington 
a good example as to what to do with 
the Hughes bill. The local police 
power is entirely capable of dealing 
now with the rare eases of objection- 
able films when they require atten- 
tion. « 

There ia no need for any censor- 
ship other than what now eaisls: the 
Kuod sense and the good taste of the 
managers who produce pictures and 
the public which pays to sec them 
and the statutes against indecency 
and immorality enforced by the po- 
lice. To that is added the work of 
the National Board of Review of 
Motion Pictures— a non-official body 
of experts, mode up of persons emi- 
nent in business, in philanthropy, in 
professianal life, who act as advisers 
and critics for the producrs of pic- 
tures before they are released for 
public exhibition. 

Official censorship by jobholders 
might register a different opinion 
from that of these experts and from 
that of the producers. But there is 
no earthly reason to suppose that it 
could be better, wiser, purer or more 
of a protection for the public. 

Aside from the foolishness of the 
proposal, there must be considered 
the innate VieioUSness of it. As the 
late Mayor Gaynor so sagely said, 
there never," existed a censorship of 
anything which did not do infinitely 
more harm than good- There might 
of books, maegzines, newspapers, as 
just as well be a censorshipof plays, 
of motion picture*. Indeed there 
might better be, for with few excep- 
tions the pictures exhibited today are 
made with more scrupulous care to

In conclusion, the situation regard- 
ing this censorship legislation, 
whether nstional, state or county, de- 
mands that every person especially 
connected with the photoplay indus- 
try should see that he or she is made 
a registered voter in order that only 
fair-minded, broadguaged Americans, 
lovine liberty, are put into office lo 
esBsSssBsssssssa interests and to protect 
this "fifth estate" from being gagged 
and bound by "blue-law" legislation.

novelists, drama tUt» and seennrio- 
ints, who are providing the material 
for tbe present day photoplays. 

Since the wide publication of this 
article, less than a month ago, I have 
been deluged with- letters from an- 
thorn and writers and others con- 
nected with the motion picture Indus- 
try, many of them agreeing with my 
Tlewn of the matter, hot the majority 
hsy the blame for the lack, of suitable 
dramatic material, back: on the pro- 
ducers, and on myself as one of the 
producers. 

Trying to Remedy Existing Affairs 

The motion picture columns of 
many dally papers and some of our 
trade papers also took exception to 
seme of my statements, so that 1 am 
moved to not alone defend my posi- 
tion, but I want to show if 1 can, that 
tbe Lajly company, at least, does 
more than criticise a deplorable fact, 
but la Uklnp every possible means 
to .remedy the writing state of 
affairs. The controversy Is based on 
the following argumentn: I claim 
the art of producing on the screen fa 
hampered by the lack of good mater- 
ial, and the fact that our authors are 
not rising to the occasion. My critics 
en the other band, claim that the 
fault Is with the producer*; that wn 
do not recognise good material when 
we aee It, and if we do recognise * 
good story w» quibble over the price 
so that the author Is out encouraged 
to continue bis writing. They further

THE MATTER of film deposits required by certain manufactur- 
ers from exhibitors is an instance o£ the results of past failure 
of the members of the film industry to get together, and indi- 
cates clearly the advantages that would result from an organi7ation 
in which all branches were represented adequately. 

There is no doubt of the fact that the system of requiring de- 
posits works a hardship on the smaller exhibitors. But a conversa- 
tion with certain of the manufacturers indicates that it would prob- 
ably not be a difficult matter to alter the system. It has practically 
developed that the manufacturers in some instances had not even 
considered the matter from the exhibitors' point of view, and when 
they did, they have not -3t all been averse to a reasonable adjust- 
ment that would be fair to all concerned.

America Is proud Of Ruth Si. Denis. 
Tor to this snlsi the world owes the 
wondrous p let urizat Ions or the mod- 
ern dance creations. The whole ren- 
nalssanc-e of the terpslchorean art is 
directly traceable to Miss St. Denis 
for she preceded the Russian move- 
ment by several yearn and was the 
first great dancer to break away Trom 
tbe strict ballet school of ancient:

THE DIFFICULTY of obtaininig motion picture scenarios worth 
producing is well illustrated by the report of the Clara Kimball 
Young Film Corporation's scenario editor. Out of 78d man- 
scripts read within the last two months, 741 were '"absolutely impos- 
sible," forty-four were fairly well written but trite in plot, and the 
remaining script, while based on a new and interesting theme, was 
designed for a male star. It was this report that led Mis* Young to 
decide against attempting the production of any "original" stories 
for the first year but to present twelve adaptations of famous novels 
and plays, paying thousands of dollars for the rights to u>e them.

PHOTODRAMATICS CLASSES IN UNIVERSITIES 

THE ART of photoplay writing is not unlike any other art or 
science insofar as it is absolutely essential for the success of the 
photodramatist that he is equipped with a very intimate knowl- 
edge of his craft. He must know his medium. One of the reasons 
why writers who are efficient and competent when expressing them- 
selves for mediums such as the dramatic stage and the magazine 
seem to labor under serious handicaps when writing for the screen, 
is because of ignorance of some of the essential? of the art of the 
photoplay. It is quite true that these are not easily defined. 

Recognizing these facts, however, the Columbia University. New 
York City, has established a department in photodramatics where 
some of the essential fundamentals of the art are thoroughly and 
practically explained. 

The results of the first year's work of this class has been that 
Dr. R. Ralston Reed, a physician of Norristown, X, J., has been 
awarded the first prize for his "'Humility O* Hedfnrd." submitted in 
a class contest for an award posted by the Jesse L. Lasky Feature 
Play Company. William C. Dc Mille, a Columbia alumnus and a 
director of production for the Lasky Company, personally read more 
than a score of plays submitted. 

The success of Columbia's undertaking will not depend neces- 
sarily upon the class being able- to furnish] the motion picture industry 
with one hundred per cent of its students thoroughly equipped and 
competent, hut its success will already have been attained if it shall 
"have been the means of creating a serious interest both at Columbia 
and other universities and colleges in photodramatics. Harvard Uni- 
versity for some years has conducted a widely known class in drama 
from which a number of successful modern dramatists have been 
graduated. Surely none will deny the fact that the motion picture 
screen with its enormous distribution is justly entitled the same care- 
ful and clever study as the stage. , 



THE PHOTOPLAYERS DO NOT WANT TO RETURN TO 
THE FOOTLIGHTS

From the breakfast table, with mutual advice and encouragement, , 
goes every member of the family — and with them their dog, also on 
the 'salary list — to his or her profitable work through sunny, airy 
hours. At the evening meal they are reunited in close communion 
through the screen, their mutually inspiring, wonderful profession — 
from grandfather to baby — a self-supporting profession that returns 
profit and amusement to the whole world. The family enjoy their 
evening's amusement together, and honestly fatigued by wholesome 
work, sleep under the familiar, community-owned roof, bulwarked by 
a thrifty, bank-book .

MOTION PICTURE MATINEES FOR CHILDREN 

THE THEATRE MANAGER is not a nursery maid. 
The amusing, exasperating and educational experiences of 
one manager are illuminating. The Farent-Teacher organiza- 
tion. 'the Women's club and the Itoard of education are enthusias- 
tically- promised to co-operate with him if he would inaugurate a mati- 
nee for children" exclusively. They insisted upon an educational 
program, but he doubted, for he had tried out ideas on his own kiddies. 

These first matinees were a success— for the elders. They said 
that the 'children, wriggling and squirming their objections tn the 
program, "must get used to it." They did not. They howled, so 
this manager took the affair into his own hands. He showed a car- 
toon comedy', an interesting educational number, and a two-reel fairy 
picture; secured ten lively cbaperones and eliminated parents and 
teachers. The young "fans" were vociferous of their entire approval 
of that program. 

But— mothers told their youngsters to "wait till I come for 
you," went shopping, to other theatres, to teas and bridge parties. 
This lovely program for the mothers made trouble for everybody, 
as the children stayed after their matinee for the regular matinee, 
raced' through aisles and annoyed the regular patrons, Mothers 
coming late demanded to go into tht) auditorium to recover their 
progeny and remained to see' gratis. Young children wandered into 
the streets; some were lost, and others reported that "the show was 
rotten." The parents not only went to a rival theatre, but indig- 
nantly threw the onus of the whole affair upon the manager for not 
personally delivering the children safely at their homes, Whereupon 
he proclaimed that his theatre was not a nursery, nor he its matron, 
and that though he had asked for co-operation he himself seemed to 
have cornered the entire market on the co-operating- 

Other enterprising and philanthropic managers report similar 
experiences. Their practical and valuable suggestions are worthy of 
thought: Either establish a children's program, or bar children en- 
tirely to a regular matinee, up 'to a certain age, or pass a city drdi- 
nance that children must be chaperoned; then decide whether the 
children should see it. The responsibility will thus be upon parents. 

Our own suggestion is to try out experimental pre-showtogs of 
programs to small parties of representative children guided by man- 
ager and broad-minded parents and teachers; and to provide a place 
for forgotten children, with a charge to the parents for such service.

to blame for the chaotic conditions 
u-hieh now exists. The sooner they 
get back to producing stories in tbe 

length they would naturally run and 

contain interest and nunch the sooner 
will the public get back to showing 
their appreciation by spending the 
money at the box office. The pur- 
chase of negatives on a rootage basis 
has been a killer in the business. You 
might as well 0*der your library by 
the yard or write a story by the page. 
Xo good story needs anything but 
the straight natural taction that it 
takes to tell it on the screen. Padding 
can kill any story. It has slain Ehon- 
sands.

It used to be that the business 
man at his noon hour could drop into 
a picture show for a half hour and 
see one or two complete pictures be- 
fore his business called him away. 
Now if he goes into a picture theatre 
he is liable to get in on the middle of 
a five-reeler the finish of which he 
hasn't time to stay and see. Con- 
sequently a great proportion of the 
business people have passed up the 
noon show.

Ain't it a shame that art and genius should be so cruel as to 
deprive a greedy traction company of its earnings, even if the intro- 
duction oE its modern methods of travel did supplant the once 
necessary jchu and drive him out of business !

PROTEST AGAINST THIS TAX 

MOVING PICTURE play-house owners all over the country 
should unite solidly and act immediately in a strong. protest 
to congress against the section in the new national revenue 
hill that provides for the imposition of a tax of one-half of one per cent 
on the gross receipts of all theaters and photoplay houses. 

Such tax is onerous when compared to other levies; with the bur- 
dens of municipal, county and state, the increased prices on films marie 
necessary by the increased cost of production, the side drains on the 
revenues for protecting themselves against threatened oppressive local 
legislation— such as censorship and other petty annoyances — there is 
a limit; it has been reached. If a national administration has blund- 
ered and squandered the nation's revenues, it must not be the theater 
and photoplay-house owners who shall he tapped to the last nickel to 
make up those deficiencies. 

The Atlantic coast owners and managers are perfecting a plan of 
resistance. It is to prepare their side c/f the case on the screens of the 
17,728 photoplay-houses in the United States, and if in the face of this 
and the added protests of the millions of moving picture viewers the 
measure does pass, the unsuccessful campaign will be followed by a 
much stronger one against the re-election of President Wilson. 
Up and at 'em !

Not the author alone, or the director alone, but a friendly collab- 
oration of the" two brings the best rcsu^a in the finished pn-dnction, 
is-my firm conviction. The author has a fight to resent it if hi s photo- 
play in so entirely changed that Etc doea not recognize hip emit braun 
thili! on the screen, hut at the same time most writera do t-bt fullv 
understand tlramatic values; neither do they fully appreciate the lim- 
itations of ihe presentation of ideas in photoplays. 

The tlirectont, however, are very prone to think mainl;.- of the 
purely dramatic situations and forget the thought underlying those 
situations. It ia only fair, therefore, that the director should first read 
the manuscript and then consult with the author and thoroughly dis- 
cuss the logic of the thought and action and see if that thought can 
he properly transmitted to the screen so that the audiences can follow 
both the thought and action clearly. 

The objection to this method is tlut the director may be in one 
part of the country and the author in another. In this case ihe di- 
rector should be allowed io read the original synopsis aa well as the 
continuity handed him, so that the continuity writer cannot wholly 
depart From the original— which is so often done. Many a good 
theme has been entirely spoiled in this way, and a thoroughly good 
story turned into urt ordinary motion picture, written from the con- 
tinuity writer's angle. 

The hard feelings against the directors on the part of writcrsT" 
and the constant objections by the director against the dearth of good 
ideas, are due to the fact that so many stories are "rehashed" in the 
scenario department. I have always found that the author is only, 
too glad to discuss his play with the director, for he knows the result 
is for the benefit of the production. 

More co-operation is necessary between the director and the 
nuthor, as well as more confidence between the director and his artists. 
An experienced artist will often give valuable suggestions, and the 
director who Tefuscs to allow "an artist to dictate to him" fas so many 
put it) in oftentimes suffering from too much application of the per-" 
SQnal pronoun.
